VJRITINGS AND SPEECHES 

In his column entitled, "The Red Underground" 
by OGDEN R* REID, appearing in the "New York Herald Tribune" 
on Sunday, March 23, 1952, REID stated that I. P. STONE was 
one of the speakers at a meeting held March 18, 1952 at the 
Hotel Diplomat sponsored by the "Monthly Review Associates," 

The meeting vjas held to raise defense funds for Professor 
DIRK J. STRUIK of Massachusetts Institute of Technology who 
is under indictment in Middlesex County, Massachusetts for 
advocating the violent overthrow of the United States 
Government and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. REID wrote: 
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"stone said at the beginning of his speech 
that he was not present Just to defend Struik— whom he called 
’a fine scholar and an outstanding Marxist’— but to defend 
‘civil liberties.* 

"He continued i saying that ‘Democracy has 
many things in common lyith Marxism . . . that revolutions 
are not caused by conspiracy . . . and that people do not 
become disloyal to a government until that government no 
longer deserves their loyalty or until conditions become 
unbearable . ‘ 



• "Stone told his audience of about 500 that 
it was necessary ‘to start using words people want us to be 
afraid of: Marxism, Communism and anarchism. Because we 
don’t use these words the country has been driven to an 
imbecile state .... 



" 'What vje need is a few more anarchists

"Referring then to Marxism, Stone said; 
'Marxism proposes a frame of reference in vfnich we can 
understand how things happen . ‘

have got Chlang out by democratic means. The revolution 
in China was necessary, healthy and swept out a lot of 
rubbish . ' 



"Adding that we must give ‘no aid to Chlang j 
Stone said: ‘Communism is here to stay and vje must realize 
it... Much of what we deplore in Russia is a reflection of 
the ^ tension of the west.,.. 

"‘In fighting Marxism we are trying to buck a 
world-wide tide . . .The world has been going Socialist for 
generations and collectivization is all around us . . . 

" 'Most of what is going on has been prophesied 
in the Communist Manifesto .... All attempts to stop Marxism 
are going to fail . ' 
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"stone concluded by saying that this was the 
XMay things are, this is the way things are going to be and 
‘I don't care how much Holy Water Cardinal Spellman sprinkles 
on it.‘" 



sa I I attended the above mentioned 

meeting and received an eight page pamphlet published by 
the Emergency committee for Civil Liberties entitled, "A 
Plot Against the Oommonviealth of Massachusetts." This pamphlet 
consisted of a series of three short articles by STONE 
captioned as follox^s: 

1- "A Chat xvith Two Overthrowers" 

2- "A Calculus Expert with Tinie to Plot?" 

3- "An Informer Helps Heresy Hunters" 

The article captioned "A Chat with Tx70 
Overthroxvers" appeared in STONE'S column in the "Dally 
Compass" on October 9^ 1951 • 

"An Informer Helps Heresy Hunters" appeared 
in the October 11, 1951 issue of the "Daily Compass" and 
refers to HERBERT A. PHILBRICK. 

Confidential Informant T-3^ of known 
reliability, advised on March 11, 1952 that the subject was 
one of the speakers at a rally held at Carnegie Hall on 
March 10, 1952 . This rally was sponsored , by the National 
Council of the Arts, Sciences and Professions and was held to 
protest the Smith and McCarran Acts and. also the Pelnberg Law, 
ilccording to the informant, I. P. STONE xms the final speaker 
and subject told of having spoken all over the United States 
of America against the Smith and McCarran Acts. STONE said 
the Korean War and the drive toward VJorld War III was all 
caused by a plot by the National Association of Manufacturers . 
He claimed that their policies carried out ty President 
TRUMAN and Secretary ACHESON are -leading us toxvards vjar. 
Informant stated that approximately l,8oo people vjere present 
at this meeting. 

The National Council of Arts, Sciences and 
Professions was cited as a Commxinist front by the Congressional 
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Committee on Un-American Activities review of the Scientific 
and Cultural Conference for v/orld Peace arranged hy the NCASP 
and held in New York City on March 25-27, 19^5 as set out in 
page two. House Report #195^ dated April 26, 1950. 

I. P« STONE'S column in the "Daily Compass" 
for April 25, 1952, is entitled "The Second Communist Trial 
Begins." STONE writes as fallows; 

"I spent the day yesterday at Poley Square. 

In the morning, in a room on the third floor of the Pederal 
Courthouse, I saw the first Communist trial under the Smith 
Act finally come to an end . A few minutes later, in another 
courtroom on the first floor, I saw the second New York trial 
finally b^n. 

"The first trial dragged to its ultimate close 
before Judge Clancy. Amid a variety of motions, sentences and 
surrenders, the five defense counsel in the first case were 
called up, 'Harry Sacher, Abe Isserraan, George M. Crockett, 
Richard Gladstein, Louis P. McCabe...' ■ 

"Before a handful of friends, the laviyers 
answered to their names and a moment later were marched 
out the little door to the left of the Judge's bench to 
serve their sentences for contempt. Among those vjatching 
that swift, sad procession was John T. McTernan, defense 
counsel in the second Communist trial . 

"A Jury chosen at last, the second trial began 
shox’tly before 11 a.m. The scene was the same rather 
cavernous and gloomy courtroom on the first floor in which 
the first trial began three years ago.. The atmosphere was, 
hovjever, quite different. 

"Judge Medina gave the impression of a sharp 
and able but intensely opinionated and hostile Judge, expertly 
provoking high-spirited counsel like a picador stirring 
up a bull to climactic fviry. 
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"Judge Ditnock, on the contrary , gives the 
impression of a gentle and patient man, vjith a dry sense of 
humor and an intense desire to he fair. him angry 

only once during the day. 

"Where there were five counsel in the first 
case, there are four in the second, but only three, McTernan, 
Prankv Serri and Mary Kaufman, v/ere present yesterday . The 
antagonism so quickly generated betvjeen judge and defense 
counsel in the first case is completely absent, 

"Even the prosecutor seems to be an improve- 
ment, Myles Lane, in his opening statement to the Jury, vjas 
briefer, more matter-of-fact than John P. McGohey, his 
predecessor in the first case. Lane picked up some of 
McGohey ’s opening address woj;»d-for-vjord, but omitted the 
inflammatory material with which McGohey closed. 

"As politics, the trial has its Inescapably 
ludicrous side. The prosecution of a handful of Communists, 
mostly elderly men and women, by the government of. the 
strongest and richest country in the world is a battle of 
elephant-and -mouse proportions . 

"A prosecutor vjho looks like a big, good- 
natured football player, and has some difficulty with words 
like ’proletariat,' ’bourgeoisie' and 'polltbureau, ' launches 
the trial with a discourse on ’Marxism-Leninism, ’ which 
reminds one of a schoolboy doing a recitation on a subject 
somewhat hastily crammed a few nights before. 

"The government is out to prove that 'Marxism- 
Leninism' is a revolutionary doctrine while counsel for the 
Communist Party will try to prove that while revolutionary, 
it does not advocate force and violence except as a last 
resort and when necessary to prevent the majority will from 
being thwarted. 



"The jury, hardly a representative New York 
jury, drawn with every appearance of conscientious interest, 
but even a jury of savants could hardly help soon being 
boi;*ed by so fantastic a contest in Marxist metaphysics. 
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"disingenuous apologetics and hair-splitting. 




"Perhaps nothing so much shov;s the unreal 
nature of this prosecution, unreal when considered from the 
standpoint of ordinary criminal law, as the fact that it 
must revolve from the start around such abstruse and 
theoretical questions. The only 'crime* evident is the 
possibility that the government may prove the Communist party 
guilty of th^t shameful offense— ’revisionism. * "

"More than two-thirds of the founders of the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee are ministers and professors, 
and come from 39 states of the Union." 

An article pertaining to the above organization 
captioned, "I50 Notables Form Emergency Civil Rights Committee," 
appeared on page one of the October 8, 1951 issue of the 
"Daily Worker," The article states; 

"The formation of an Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee by more than 150 founders was announced yesterday 
by its Acting Chairman, professor PAUL- LEHMAN of Princeton 
Theological Seminary and its Actjng Secretary Mr; JAMES 
IMBRIE, retired investment banker," 

Professor PAUL L. LEHMAN - The March 5, 19^1 
issue of the "Daily Worker" reflects on page two, column four, 
that PAUL L. LEHMAN of St. Louis, Missouri, xvas one of 450 
notables who sent a petition to President ROOSEVELT and all 
members of Congress urging them to exercise their influence

Informant reported that I,F. STONE gave a rather 
long speech on the subject “Peace Drive - Fact or Fiction," 

It was indicated that in the course of his speech, STONE ex- 
pressed the opinion that America's so-called “Peace Drive" 
is false^ as" revealed the previous week when a press 
conference disclosed the demands being made by the United 
States upon the North Koreans, Communist China, and Russlao 
STONE said that the people of these three nations were bend- 
ing over backwards in their attempt to achieve peace but that 
the United States was making such demands upon them tha-t they 
could not rightfully accept. It xvas stated, that if they do 
accede the demands, they will be enslaved by the United. 

States, It was stated, that in view of • the demands and ultimatums 
being made by the United States, only two things can happen, - 
Either the United States will have complete control, or if some 
of the demands and ultimatxims are refiised, then the United 
States will say that these countries do not desire peace, 
and world tension will continue, which is exceedingly good 
for business. 

It was STONE* 3 expressed belief that if an armis- 
tice is achieved in Korea, world tension v;ill relax and 
that 'this 'is the result which the United States does not 
v;ant, inasmuch as, according '.to STONE, the Korean war was 
designed by the Truman Administration to stimulate business, 

STONE v/as further quoted as saying that one of 
the demands which the United- States would make would be 
for free elections (to take place in Korea) but that free 
elections never solve anything in countries vhiere there is 
■so much strife and poverty. He indicated that S'^IGllAN RHSE 
does not want free elections for he would not stand to 
win in a true free election, STONE said that the grief that 
accompanies the Korean conflict is felt by a very small 
percentage of the American people and' that people feel 
that if the war in Korea should cease, their jobs might 
be in jeopardy. 

It was further stated by STONE that the new 
administration is playing politics, even v/ith regard' 
to the Korean war. He said that during the last war, DULLES 
\-faa at times am apologist for the Reich, He said that 
the old administration has whipped, the people of the United 
States into a state of war, giving them the impression 
that the desire for peace is Communistic, STONE made

further reamrks concerning EISENHOWER, McCARTHS,-. the 
Indonesian War, and the attitude of the United States 
Labor Unions toward peace. 



The informant said that a member of the audience 
asked STONE why he had said nothing on the television show 
on which he had appeared. STONE replied that there was 
no place for him to sit except on the panel and that^PIVAK" 
had told him to sit. there but not to say a word. In 
addition to this, his hearing aid broke just before the 
program.
